"Some years ago the government j 
made a survey .of postoffices in | 
the United States, it was found, 
that in former years under the old! 
pork btfrrel system that buildings! 
beautiful to look at but lacking in ■ 
adequate space were erected at I 
great cost. It was fuond that in | 
many Instances the government 
paid more for janitor service than ; 
it would have to pay rent for an j 
adequate building including light | 
and heat. ; 

"if buildings were erected that! 
cost an average of $ 1011,000 ,thl 8 j 
would mean that the interest alone | 
would coat tlie government $ 6 , 000 ' 
or $7,000 a year. As a rule a i 
building giving adequate space and ! 
plenty of light and air can be rent- j 
ed for‘from $1,200 to $2,400 per' 
year. Thus a government owned , 
building would mean an annual 
loss In each locality of from $4,800 i 
to $2,600 per year. Multiply this | 
by the thousands of post offices | 
and you can readily see the tremen. ; 
dus loss to the government. 

"1 believe In places where a I 
goodly number of government em¬ 
ployes in various departments have 
to be house<l or where rental^ are i 
too high tftat it is wise for the i 
government to own Its own build-; 
Ings. ISuildings hereafter erected i 
should not be built fur their grand -1 
cur hut for service. They should ! 
provide plenty of floor space, have 
plenty of light and air and have an 
attractive, not expensive, business 
front,' 

"The time has come when taxes 
must be reduced. Our government 
should be run as economically us 
possible. Simply because govern¬ 
ment money Is being spent shou’d 
not lead to extravagance and! 
waste. 

"I recently voted to reduce taxes I 
one-fourth on incomes and to do j 
away with a lot of government i 
taxes. We should not start any I 
program in this country that will | 
mean that we must increase tuxa-i 
tloii.” I

Thus It la manifest that the 
present yearly balance, atler tak¬ 
ing out the prematurely expend¬ 
ed emergency appropriation and 
the normal accrued but unpaid 
obligations, is reduced to prac¬ 
tically nothing, if not an actual 
deficit, as against the throe or 
four million dollars it should con¬ 
tain at this time. This does 
not Indicate (hat the state Ja 
saving very much money, or that 
It has more money than U knows 
how to spend.
